MR.  MAYOR,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

In  accordance  with  my  statutory  duty  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I have  the 
honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1968. 

The  contents  of  this  report  have  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  No. 1/69  received  on  30th  December,  1968. 

The  vital  statistics  in  the  report  are  satisfactory.  There  has  been  a slight  increase  in  both 
the  birth  rate  and  the  death  rate.  There  were  16  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  as 
compared  with  1 1 in  1967.  The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  64  and  this  represents  9.5% 
of  all  Kettering  births  (8.5%  in  1967). 

The  natural  increase  in  population,  that  is  the  difference  between  the  number  of  live 
births  and  the  number  of  deaths,  amounts  to  152  (201  in  1967).  During  the  years  1961-1968 
the  natural  increase  in  population  has  amounted  to  1415  and  the  number  of  occupied  houses 
has  increased  by  1766,  of  which  358  were  privately  built  in  1968.  The  addition  of  the  figure 
1415  to  the  1961  census  population  of  38,659  amounts  to  40,074  and  this  calculation  does  not 
take  into  account  persons  moving  into  the  town  during  this  period.  It  would  therefore  appear 
that  the  present  population  is  in  excess  of  40,074  although  all  the  calculations  in  this  report 
are  based  on  the  estimated  population  given  by  the  Registrar -General,  i.e.  39,730. 

There  has  been  no  maternal  death  since  1958.  There  were  23  deaths  from  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  bronchus,  of  which  22  were  males.  During  the  years  1959-1968  inclusive,  the  total 
number  of  deaths,  both  sexes,  from  cancer  of  these  sites  was  187.  The  total  number  of  deaths 
from  cancer  in  other  sites  during  this  period  was  as  follows :-

No-one  was  admitted  to  hospital  during  the  year  under  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act  1947,  Section  47. 
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Clearance  Areas  Nos.  68,  69  and  70  comprising  14  houses  which  were  represented  in  1967 
but  had  not  been  officially  declared  as  Clearance  Areas  at  31st  December,  1967  were  so  declared 
in  1968,  and  Clearance  Area  No.  71  comprising  3 houses  was  also  declared  during  the  year. 

The  Council’s  waiting  list  for  houses  was  approximately  720.  In  connection  with  the  allo- 
cation of  Council  houses  as  far  as  the  Pubhc  Health  Department  is  concerned,  recommendations 
are,  from  time  to  time,  made  by  me  after  personal  visits  have  been  made  to  investigate  the  circum- 
stances of  each  case.  Medical  and  social  assessments  are  forwarded  to  the  Housing  Manager. 

There  were  no  cases  of  pohomyeUtis,  smallpox  or  diphtheriaduring  the  year,  but  there  were 
132  cases  of  measles. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  no  longer  able  to  supply  separate  details  of  imm- 
unisations carried  out  on  Kettering  children  but  the  above  speaks  for  itself  of  the  efficacy  of  the 
measures  undertaken. 

There  were  4 deaths  from  tuberculosis  and  six  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
notified,  reminding  us  that  we  cannot  afford  to  relax  vigilance  to  keep  this  disease  under  control. 

One  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty-two  cremations  were  carried  out  during  the  year  at  the 
Kettering  Crematorium  (1467  in  1967).  The  number  of  cremations  of  Kettering  residents  (405) 
amounted  to  77%  of  the  deaths  (72%  in  1967).

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On  one  occasion  it  was  necessary  for  the  Medical  Referee  to  enlist  the  services  of  the 
Pathologist  appointed  by  the  Council  in  pursuance  of  the  Cremation  Regulations  1930. 

One  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty -six  requisitions  for  a search  under  the  Land  Charges 
Act  1925,  were  received  during  the  year. 

A very  large  number  of  international  vaccination  certificates  was  brought  to  the  Depart- 
ment to  be  countersigned  and  stamped. 

Copies  of  my  Annual  Report  were  again  made  available  in  the  Public  Library,  and 
extracts  from  it  were  exhibited  on  a display  board  Interest  was  shown  by  members  of  the 
public  and  it  is  intended  to  make  this  report  similarly  available. 

The  distribution  of  leaflets  concerning  Home  Safety,  together  with  one  regarding  the  safe 
use  of  oil  heaters  and  one  dealing  with  condensation,  which  was  commenced  in  1967  with 
delivery  to  all  Council  houses,  was  completed  to  all  other  houses  in  the  town  early  in  1968. 

In  October  a campaign  for  the  return  of  unused  medicines  was  held  and  this  resulted  in 
the  collection  of  a quantity  of  pills,  etc.  which  otherwise  would  have  been  left  in  houses,  where 
they  created  a risk  to  children 

Thirteen  male  and  three  female  prospective  employees  were  medically  examined  and  all 
were  considered  fit  for  employment  in  the  Council’s  service. 

I think  it  is  appropriate  to  record  the  retirement  of  Miss  D.S.  Spencer  who  joined  the 
staff  of  the  Kettering  Urban  District  Council  in  March  1927  and  on  the  formation  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  in  Manor  House  in  January  1930,  she  moved  there  as  School  Medical  Clerk. 
In  1940,  when  Mr.  Burridge  was  called  to  Military  Service,  Miss  Spencer  took  over  the  duties  of 
Chief  Clerk  in  the  Public  Health  Department  and  carried  out  these  duties  very  efficiently  until 
he  returned  in  1946,  when  she  reverted  to  her  appointment  as  School  Medical  Clerk,  which  by 
that  time  had  become  a County  Council  appointment  due  to  legislative  changes.  In  this  position 
she  continued  to  co-operate  fully  with  this  Department  in  all  appropriate  matters.  Her  retire- 
ment in  August  brought  to  a close  almost  4PA  years  of  faithful  service  to  the  people  of 
Kettering. 

Alderman  E.H  Newman,  who  was  Chairman  of  the  PubUc  Health  Committee,  showed 
great  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department  and  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  him  and  to 
members  of  the  Committee,  to  the  Chief  Officers  and  other  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Depart- 
ment who  have  always  afforded  co-operation.

I.  STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Population..  (Table  1 , page  43 ).  The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  resident  pop- 
ulation for  the  mid-year  1968  is  39,730  and  the  vital  statistics  in  this  report  are  based  on  this 
figure. 

The  population  at  the  1961  census  was  38.659. 

Births.  (Tables  1 and  2,  page  43  ).  Six  hundred  and  seventy-three  live  births  (354  males 
and  319  females)  were  registered.  This  gives  a crude  birth  rate  of  16.9  per  thousand  of  the 
total  population,  compared  with  16.8  in  1967.  The  corrected  birth  rate,  i.e.  that  rate  which 
would  be  arrived  at  if  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  this  district  was  in  the 
same  proportion  as  the  rest  of  England  and  Wales  is  18.59  compared  with  16.9  for  England 
and  Wales.  Sixty-four  births  were  illegitimate,  34  males  and  30  females. 

There  were  7 still-births  (3  males  and  4 females).  This  gives  a still-birth  rate  of  10.3  per 
thousand  total  births.  Table  8,  page  47  records  the  registered  causes  of  these  still-births. 

The  Registrar-General’s  area  comparability  factor  for  the  adjustment  of  the  birth-rate 

is  1.1. 


Deaths.  (Tables  1 and  3,  page  43  and  Table  6,  page  45).  Five  hundred  and  twenty -one 
deaths  were  registered  of  which  two  hundred  and  sixty-seven  were  males  and  two  hundred 
and  fifty-four  females.  Sixty-eight  residents  died  outside  the  Borough  and  four  hundred  and 
two  non-residents  died  within  the  Borough.  The  crude  death  rate  was  therefore  13.1  com- 
pared with  1 1 .66  in  1967.  The  corrected  death  rate,  i.e.  the  rate  which  would  be  arrived  at  if 
the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  population  of  the  district  was  in  the  same  proportion  as 
the  rest  of  England  and  Wales  is  1 1 .4  compared  with  1 1 .9  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Registrar-General’s  area  comparability  factor  for  the  adjustment  of  the  death  rate 
is  0.87. 

Table  23,  page  63  gives  the  details  of  deaths  from  cancer  since  1959. 

Maternal  Mortality.  (Table  4,  page  44).  No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year. 

Infant  Mortality.  The  infant  mortality  rate,  which  is  the  death  rate  of  children  under 
1 year  of  age  per  1 ,000  live  births,  is  shown  in  Table  5,  page  44,  in  comparison  with  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales. 

Perinatal  Mortality.  The  perinatal  mortality,  which  is  still-births  and  deaths  under  one 
week  of  age  was  21  per  thousand  live  births,  as  compared  with  25.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

State  of  Employment.  The  Kettering  Employment  Exchange  covers  the  Borough  of 
Kettering,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Burton  Latimer,  Desborough  and  Rothwell,  and  a number  of 
the  villages  in  the  Kettering  Rural  District,  and  the  following  statistics  therefore  refer  to  the 
whole  of  the  Exchange  area  and  are  in  respect  of  persons  18  years  of  age  and  over.  A very 
large  percentage  of  the  men  and  women  referred  to,  do  however,  reside  in  the  Borough.

Rivers  and  Streams.  All  rivers  and  streams  have  been  watched  for  pollution  and  have 
been  inspected  and  cleansed. 

Public  Cleansing.  The  weekly  collection  of  house  and  trade  refuse  and  its  disposal  by 
controlled  tipping  at  the  Wood  Lane  Tip  has  proceeded  satisfactorily  throughout  the  year. 

Routine  scavenging,  cleansing  of  streets  and  street  gullies  has  also  continued  in  a satis- 
factory manner. 

Forty-five  cesspool  emptyings  have  been  undertaken  in  the  Borough,  141  catchpit  empty- 
ings and  170  grease  trap  and  oil  trap  emptyings  have  also  been  carried  out. 
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Public  Conveniences.  All  public  conveniences  have  been  regularly  inspected,  cleansed  and 
maintained. 

Private  Street  Works.  No  private  street  works  were  carried  out  during  the  year. 

District  Inspections.  The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  is  summarised  in 
Table  9,  page  48 . Eight  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty -eight  inspections  and  visits  were 
made  in  the  year  1968  as  compared  with  7,820  in  1967. 

Factories.  Table  12,  page  51 , gives  particulars  of  premises  on  the  register  and  work  done 
under  the  Factories  Acts,  1937  and  1948  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  Employment  and  Productivity. 

Camping  Sites.  No  sites  in  the  area  were  used  for  holiday  purposes  during  the  year. 

The  Northampton  Road  Recreation  Ground  site  which  is  used  by  travelling  fairs  was 
kept  under  sanitary  supervision  during  the  time  it  was  used. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools.  Attendance  at  the  Covered  Bath  for  1968  was  91,224  as 
compared  with  99,281  during  1967. 

Attendance  at  the  Open  Air  Bath  was  11,683  as  compared  with  23,466  during  the 
previous  year. 

School  attendance  (included  in  the  above  figures)  at  the  Public  Baths  totalled  24,363  as 
compared  with  23,793  during  1967. 

The  Slipper  Baths  were  attended  by  12,125  as  compared  with  13,022  during  the  previous 

year, 


The  Paddling  Pool  at  Rockingham  Road  Park  was  filled  for  the  period  of  the  schools’ 
summer  hohday  only  and  was  kept  under  careful  supervision. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949.  (Table  11,  page  50),  During  the  year  234 
applications  for  the  services  of  the  Rodent  Operator  were  received  from  occupiers  of  premises 
where  infestations  existed  or  were  suspected.  The  early  seeking  of  the  assistance  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  has  enabled  infestations  to  be  quickly  eradicated. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tip  and  the  Sewage  Works  at  Finedon  continued  to  receive  regular 
inspection  and  treatment 

Twelve  infestations  by  rats  and  twelve  by  mice  were  dealt  with  at  food  premises. 

Twenty-one  requests  for  the  destruction  of  wasps’  nests  were  received. 
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IV.  HOUSING 


Individual  Unfit  Houses.  Table  13,  page  52,  shows  the  houses  which  have  been  officially 
represented  as  unfit  under  the  Housing  Acts,  1936-1957,  and  for  which  undertakings  have  been 
accepted,  prior  to  1957,  that  they  will  not  be  let  for  human  habitation.

At  the  31st  December  there  were  108  houses  which  it  is  proposed  to  inspect  in  the  years 
1969/70  with  a view  to  their  being  included  in  clearance  areas. 
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By  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  428  houses  had  been  demoUshed  (4  in  1968)  and  a 
further  46  were  void,  leaving  14  awaiting  the  re -ho  using  of  the  occupants.  Six  houses  have  been 
adapted  to  business  use,  ten  were  declared  “Fit”  following  Public  Enquiry,  and  eight  were 
made  “Fit”. 

In  1968  seventeen  famiHes  comprising  53  persons  were  re-housed  from  unfit  property. 

Repairs  to  Property.  Table  18,  page  56,  gives  details  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  in  this  connection.  Three  hundred  and  forty-one  Informal  Notices  were  served  and 
seventeen  Statutory  Notices  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts  were  served. 


Rent  Act,  1957— Certificates  of  Disrepair.  One  appHcation  for  a Certificate  of  Disrepair 
was  received  during  the  year.

Twenty -six  washed  milk  bottles  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  were 
reported  to  be  satisfactory.  Eight  churn  rinses  were  bacteriologically  examined.  All  were 
reported  satisfactory. 

Ice  Cream.  Sixty -five  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  from  fifteen  producers  or  retailers 
in  accordance  with  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  Forty-eight  were  reported  to  be  Grade  1 
(Satisfactory),  seven  Grade  2 (Fairly  Satisfactory),  nine  Grade  3 (Unsatisfactory)  and  one 
Grade  4 (Very  Unsatisfactory). 

Meat  and  Other  Foods.  As  noted  in  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1954,  the  practice 
has  continued  whereby  a number  of  the  butchers  purchase  their  requirements  from  whole- 
salers outside  the  Borough,  and  a local  wholesaler  has  animals  slaughtered  in  the  town  for 
distribution  over  a large  area  outside  the  town. 
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The  number  of  carcases  examined  is  shown  below  compared  with  those  of  the  preceding 
four  years.

One  hundred  and  ninety  visits  were  made  to  the  abattoir  and  289  visits  were  made  to  the 
Cattle  Market  and  Stalls  in  the  General  Market.  Inspection  of  meat  vehicles  operating  in  the 
Borough  was  undertaken  from  time  to  time. 

Fourteen  slaughtermen  were  licensed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts,  1933  and  1954.  No  contraventions  of  these  Acts  were  found. 

Mr.  E.W.  Hudson,  M.R.C.V.S.,  the  local  Veterinary  Inspector  for  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  attends  the  Cattle  Market  each  week  to  deal  with  any  case 
coming  within  the  purview  of  the  Contagious  Diseases  (Animals)  Acts,  1894-1935. 

As  a result  of  visits  being  made  to  slaughterhouses  it  was  found  necessary  to  condemn 
12tons,  8cwts.  2qrs.  3141bs'  of  meat  and  offals  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Other 
food  materials  weighing  12tons,  3cwts.  Iqr.  lllbs.  4ozs.  were  condemned  as  a result  of  visits 
to  premises  where  food  was  stored,  prepared  or  sold.  Six  hundred  and  nineteen  certificates 
were  issued  in  respect  of  home  killed  meat  and  offals  and  in  addition  one  hundred  and  eighty- 
eight  certificates  were  issued  in  respect  oif  unfit  foods. 

Cysticercus  Bovis.  Twelve  cases  of  cysticercus  bovis  were  detected  in  the  carcases  exam- 
ined. 


Disposal  of  Condemned  Food.  The  arrangement  made  with  members  of  the  trade  where- 
by all  condemned  carcase  meat  and  offals  is  received  by  a fat  and  tallow  merchant  in  Bedford- 
shire continues  to  function  satisfactorily. 

Other  condemned  foods  continue  to  be  burned  in  the  incinerator  at  Northfield  Depot  or 
buried  in  the  Council’s  refuse  tip,  all  tins  being  punctured  before  burial. 
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VI.  PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


Table  22,  page  62,  shows  the  age  groups  of  the  various  infectious  diseases  notified  during 
the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Thirty-four  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified.  The  attack  rate  for  the 
Borough  of  Kettering  was  therefore  0.85  per  1 ,000  population.  There  were  no  deaths  and  none 
was  admitted  to  hospital 

Pneumonia.  Fourteen  cases  of  primary  or  post-influenzal  pneumonia  were  notified.  The 
attack  rate  for  Kettering  was  0 35  per  1,000  population.  Thirty -one  deaths  were  ascribed  to 
pneumonia,  the  figures  for  the  previous  year  being  8 cases  notified  and  16  deaths  attributed  to 
pneumonia  (all  forms).  This  condition  ceased  to  be  notifiable  after  30th  September. 

Erysipelas.  Two  cases  were  notified 

Whooping  Cough.  Eleven  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified.  The  attack  rate  was 
0.27  per  1,000  population.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Measles.  One  hundred  and  thirty-two  notifications  of  measles  were  received.  The  local 
rate  was  3.3  per  1,000  population.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Meningococcal  Infection.  Five  notifications  of  meningococcal  infection  were  received 
from  Kettering  General  Hospital.  Four  were  not  Kettering  residents. 

Typhoid  Fever.  No  case  was  notified. 

Paratyphoid  Fever.  Two  cases  of  paratyphoid  were  notified  from  Kettering  General 
Hospital. 

Dysentery.  Twenty-one  cases  of  Sonne  dysentery  were  notified.  Of  these  1 3 formed  a 
small  outbreak  connected  with  Highfield  School  which  occurred  at  the  beginning  of  December. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis.  No  case  of  acute  poliomyelitis  was  notified. 

Encephalitis.  No  case  of  infective  encephalitis  was  notified. 

Infectious  Hepatitis.  Seventeen  notifications  of  infectious  hepatitis  were  received. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  No  case  was  notified  during  the  year.  This  condition  ceased  to  be 
notifiable  after  30th  September. 

Cancer.  The  deaths  from  cancer  show  an  increase  on  last  year,  being  98  as  compared 
with  87  in  1967  as  shown  in  Table  23,  page  63. 
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Food  Poisoning.  One  case  notified  during  the  year  was  due  to  salmonella  enteriditis.  In 
the  course  of  investigating  cases  of  suspected  dysentery,  a case  of  salmonella  California  was 
discovered.  These  two  isolated  cases  were  the  only  ones  known  to  have  occurred. 

Disinfecting  and  Cleansing  Service.  Fifty-three  articles  of  clothing  and  bedding  were 
disinfected.  Sixty-three  articles  of  bedding  were  destroyed  at  the  request  of  the  owners. 
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VII.  TUBERCULOSIS 


Six  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  three  cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
notified  in  1968.  In  1967  the  figures  were  9 and  2 respectively.  The  Registrar-General  returns 
two  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  In  1967  there  were  no  deaths. 

Table  24,  page  64,  shows  the  age  groups  of  the  new  cases. 

There  continues  to  be  very  Uttle  delay  before  notified  cases  are  admitted  to  a chest 
hospital. 

The  Kettering  Chest  Care  Committee  which  undertakes  the  care  and  aftercare  of  patients 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  also  assists  patients  suffering  from  other  diseases  of  the  chest  when 
requested  to  do  so  by  the  Chest  Physician. 

The  very  valuable  help  given  to  patients  and  their  famiUes  usually  consists  of  the 
provision  of  milk,  but  in  special  circumstances  groceries,  travelling  expenses  or  other  forms  of 
help  may  be  given.  The  assistance  granted  is  governed  by  the  availability  of  funds,  all  of  which 
are  raised  from  voluntary  sources  and  whenever  income  shows  the  need  to  cut  expenditure, 
grants  to  persons  with  “other  diseases  of  the  chest”  are  the  first  to  be  reduced,  as  the  primary 
duty  of  the  Committee  is  to  assist  tubercular  patients. 

Although  tuberculosis  is  no  longer  the  scourge  it  used  to  be,  we  cannot  afford  to  be 
complacent  about  this  condition. 

Chest  X-ray  Service.  No  general  X-ray  survey  was  carried  out  in  the  Borough  during  the 
year,  but  the  General  Practitioners’  Referral  Service  continued  to  operate,  visiting  the  town 
every  Thursday  from  2.00  p.m.  to  2.30  p.m.  Special  surveys  of  groups  suspected  to  have  been 
in  contact  with  newly  discovered  cases  were  undertaken. 
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VIII.  WELFARE 


Welfare  of  the  Aged. 

Mrs.  E.  J.  Deutsch,  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Kettering  Old  People’s  Welfare  Associa- 
tion has  kindly  suppUed  the  following  report  regarding  that  Association’s  activities  during  1968. 

“We  have  not  given  out  parcels  this  year,  as  we  feel  it  best  to  recommend  the  housebound 
for  a parcel  from  other  sources,  rather  than  to  try  to  cover  large  numbers  with  our  small  parcels 
as  in  the  past.  We  have,  however,  opened  two  sessions  at  the  Manor  House  on  Fridays  where  the 
over  60’s  can  call  and  have  rest  and  refreshment  at  reasonable  cost.  We  are  finding  this  a most 
popular  move,  and  hope  we  shall  be  able  to  continue,  if  not  extend  it. 

Heaters  of  the  Dimplex  type  have  been  installed  in  many  more  homes,  and  these  are  also 
much  appreciated  by  the  elderly,  and  also  by  the  Geriatric  Department  as  an  aid  to  prevention 
of  hyperthermia. 

Various  calls  for  help  and  visiting  have  continued  with  very  few  helpers’’. 

Mrs.  W.I.  Jackson,  the  Leader  of  the  Cytringan  Day  Club  has  provided  the  following 

report 

“The  Cytringan  Day  Club  has  had  a most  successful  year  with  a membership  of  1 23  plus 
several  honorary  members  (people  who  have  transferred  to  various  homes  for  old  people). 
Our  problem  is  space  - especially  on  Thursday  afternoons  when  we  are  very  crowded. 

An  average  of  30  men  come  to  the  Club  in  the  five  mornings  each  week  and  are  most 
appreciative  of  the  use  of  the  bilhard  table.  We  took  the  able-bodied  members  on  two  day 
outings  - to  Malvern  and  Dovedale  and  arranged  two  short  trips  for  those  not  so  able  or 
handicapped. 

A week’s  holiday  at  Selsey  Holiday  Camp  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  45  Club  members  (no 
untoward  incidents!). 

We  all  pay  tribute  to  the  staff  of  18  loyal  W.R.V.S.  workers  who  ‘man’  our  canteen  with 
such  wilhngness”. 

Mrs.  B.  Rockingham,  the  Leader  of  the  St.  John’s  Over  Sixty  Club,  in  her  report  on  the 
year’s  activities  states ;- 

“The  past  year  has  once  again  proved  most  successful.  Our  membership  still  stands  at  130 
for  although  we  have  lost  one  or  two  of  our  members,  their  places  have  been  filled  from  our 
waiting  list. 
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Welfare  of  the  Aged— continued. 

We  continue  to  raise  funds  by  weekly  raffles,  and  from  time  to  time  hold  bring-and-buy 

sales. 


Over  the  last  twelve  months  we  have  had  three  outings,  two  half-days  and  one  whole  day. 

We  have  also  had  our  Annual  Party,  when  a turkey  dinner  was  served.  Each  member  had  a 
small  gift  and  was  able  to  take  part  in  a mammoth  free  raffle  with  53  prizes  donated  by  friends 
and  local  tradespeople. 

Everyone  at  St.  John’s  seems  to  enjoy  themselves,  and  it  is  the  aim  of  the  helpers  that 
they  shall  continue  to  do  so”. 

Meals  on  Wheels  Service. 

Mrs.  N.G.  Wootton,  the  Organiser  of  this  most  valuab'e  service  which  is  operated  by  the 
W.R.V.S.  has  once  again  reported  on  the  continued  success  of  this  service  in  the  following 
terms 


“During  1968  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  continued  at  about  the  same  level  as  in 
previous  years,  meals  being  delivered  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  each  week,  at  the 
rate  of  approximately  220  meals  weekly.  A total  of  10,667  meals  was  taken  throughout  the 
twelve  months. 

There  is  a continuing  demand  for  the  service  from  hospitals,  doctors,  district  nurses  and 
other  sources,  and  for  most  of  the  time  the  service  is  stretched  to  the  limits  of  its  capacity.  The 
number  of  elderly  people  who  have  received  meals  during  the  year  is  about  135.  On  an  average, 
21  have  received  three  meals  weekly,  68  two  meals,  and  19  one  meal  a week.  We  try  to  make 
the  service  available  to  as  many  as  possible  and  for  this  reason  in  some  cases  it  is  possible  only 
to  give  one  meal  weekly  initially,  but  we  try  to  increase  this  to  two  as  soon  as  possible. 

Helpers  have  continued  to  give  invaluable  and  loyal  service  throughout  the  year  in  deliver- 
ing meals  in  all  kinds  of  weather. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  such  excellent  meals  provided  by  the  Wicksteed  Village  Trust. 
This  year  they  have  increased  their  generosity  to  the  old  people  by  providing  three  free  meals 
for  all  during  the  twelve  months.  One  of  these  was  at  Christmas  when  a dinner  of  turkey  and 
Christmas  Pudding  was  enjoyed. 

In  addition  to  the  free  dinner  at  Christmas,  each  person  received  a small  gift  provided  by 
the  helpers”. 
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The  St.  Giles’  Club  for  the  Disabled. 


Mrs.  M.E.  Patrick,  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  this  Club,  which  is  organised  by  the  British 
Red  Cross  Society,  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  report 

“The  essence  of  the  success  of  1968  has  been  the  complete  co-operation  between  the 
Committee,  Helpers  (of  all  categories)  and  most  of  all  by  members  themselves  with  their 
generous  weekly  contributions. 

Our  persistent  appeal  to  the  County  Welfare  Department  for  help  with  transport,  has 
been  rewarded  with  the  provision  of  3 Mini-Bus  for  use  in  the  County. 

The  appointment  of  a regular  driver  for  this  and  the  Ambulance  for  Physically  Handi- 
capped, is  much  appreciated,  and  gives  confidence  and  a more  personal  link  with  the  disabled. 

Outings,  holidays,  concerts,  bring-and-buy  sales,  competitions.  Thanksgiving  Service, 
Christmas  Party  and  Candlelight  Carol  Service  have  kept  interest  at  a high  pitch. 

Among  visitors,  the  Mayor  and  Mayoress  of  Kettering  and  the  County  Welfare  Officer 
were  greatly  impressed  by  the  Club”. 

Blind  Welfare. 

Mr.  C.H.  James,  Honorary  Secretary  of  Kettering  and  District  Amalgamated  Clubs’ 
Committee  for  the  BUnd  has  reported  that  during  the  year  161  blind  persons  were  assisted  by 
grants  of  £8  each.  Once  again,  due  to  falling  income,  this  was  less  than  in  previous  years.  One 
registered  patient  regained  his  sight  during  the  year.  Registration  with  the  Committee  is  open  to 
anyone  having  85%  blindness  certified  by  their  doctor. 

Kettering  and  District  British  Diabetic  Association 

Mr.  N.  Clipson  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information  regarding  the  activities  of 
this  Association  during  1968;- 

“Members  of  the  Committee  took  active  part  in  the  Annual  Conference  of  the  B.D.A. 
held  at  Glasgow  in  April.  An  outing  arranged  to  Abingdon  and  Oxford  was  a very  enjoyable 
occasion  and  the  entry  of  a float  ‘The  Black  and  White  Minstrels’  in  several  local  carnivals 
resulted  in  prize  money  amounting  to  £15  which  was  allocated  to  research.  A stand  was 
erected  at  the  Chamber  of  Trade  Exhibition  and  a number  of  firms  assisted  by  providing 
samples  and  literature.  The  publicity  raised  £25  and  several  new  members  were  enroled.  The 
membership  is  now  150  of  whom  five  are  children  of  school  age”. 
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Kettering  Mothers’  Club. 

A report  from  Mrs.  A.  Brown,  Honorary  Secretary  of  this  Club  states 

“Membership  improved  and  in  fact  was  the  largest  in  the  Club’s  existence -Mrs.  J.  Weston 
who  has  retired  as  Treasurer  after  eight  years  was  hoping  to  make  it  100  for  her  last  year,  but 
the  number  fell  just  short  of  this,  although  it  is  still  a very  satisfactory  number. 

A varied  programme  was  enjoyed  by  members;  a member  of  the  W.R.V.S.  gave  instruct- 
ion on  the  procedure  to  adopt  in  the  event  of  nuclear  attack;  a chemist  talked  about  drugs  in 
the  home;  and  a hairdresser  on  the  care  of  hair.  Two  film  shows  were  seen  showing  how 
different  products  are  made  and  a representative  from  a china  shop  came  along  with  several 
examples  of  cut  glass  in  various  stages  of  production  and  explained  how  they  were  made.  On 
overseas  matters,  there  was  a talk  on  India  from  a reverend  gentleman  who  had  lived  there  for 
some  years  and  from  the  County  Health  Department,  Miss  Wingfield  showed  slides  and  talked 
about  her  work  in  Nigeria. 

The  leper  boy  we  adopted  has  now  been  cured  and  we  are  awaiting  further  news  so  that 
arrangements  can  be  jnade  for  the  ‘adoption’  of  another  leper. 

During  the  year  members  helped  with  the  House-to-House  Collections  for  Dr.  Barnardo’s 
and  the  Kettering  Chest  Care  Committee. 

Outings  were  arranged  to  Northampton  Repertory  Theatre  and  Corby  Civic  Theatre.  The 
Annual  Dinner  and  Dance  was  held  in  November. 

We  gave  our  usual  support  to  local  old  people  with  parcels  at  Harvest  Festival  and 
Christmas’’. 

Three  cases  were  dealt 
with  by  the  Authority  during  the  year. 
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CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  ON 
PUBLIC  HEALTH  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1968 


(a)  STAFF 

Mr.  J.F.  Noon,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  left  the  Department  to  join 
Derby  C.B.  in  October  and  Mr.  F.  Smith,  Authorised  Meat  Inspector  left  to  join 
Barnsley  C.B.  in  November.  Both  had  given  valuable  service  during  their  stay  in  Kettering. 
It  was  decided  not  to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  Mr.  Smith  for  the  time  being  owing  to  the 
reduced  throughput  at  the  Abattoir  and  no  replacement  for  Mr.  Noon  had  been  found  at 
the  year  end. 

In  April,  I was  elected  Chairman  of  the  East  Midland  Centre  of  the  Association  of 
Public  Health  Inspectors  which  covers  Derbyshire,  Nottinghamshire,  Leicestershire, 
Lincolnshire  and  Northamptonshire,  I was  also  re-elected  Secretary  of  the  Northampton- 
shire Branch. 

(b)  HOUSING 

(i)  Clearance 

In  1968,  1 7 houses  were  dealt  with  in  4 small  Clearance  Areas.  Two  individual  unfit 
houses  were  also  represented. 

There  are  no  blocks  of  houses  in  Kettering  requiring  urgent  attention  by  means  of 
clearance.  From  time  to  time  old  blocks  of  property  will  be  put  forward  as  having 
reached  the  end  of  their  useful  life,  but  in  all  such  areas  will  be  found  well  maintained 
owner/occupied  houses.  The  more  generous  terms  of  compensation  which  apply  from 
23rd  April  1968,  will  soften  the  blow  in  such  cases,  but  will  mean  added  expense  for  the 
Local  Authority. 

(ii)  Repairs 

All  complaints  from  tenants  of  private  houses  were  investigated  and  where 
necessary  the  owners  were  required  to  carry  out  repairs.  No  difficulties  arose  and  this 
work  was  made  much  easier  by  the  ready  co-operation  received  from  local  Estate  Agents. 

During  the  year  several  complaints  of  disrepair  were  received  from  Council  tenants. 
Where  it  was  stated  that  the  complaints  were  long  outstanding  and  of  a nature  which 
would  receive  support  from  the  Public  Health  Department  had  they  been  in  private 
houses,  an  investigation  was  made  and  a request  for  attention  passed  to  the  Department 
responsible.  Such  complaints  lead  to  duplication  of  inspections  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
tendency  for  this  to  increase  will  be  reversed. 
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(iii)  Improvement  Areas 

Kettering  Improvement  Area  No.  5 containing  1414  houses  was  declared  in 
February  and  by  the  year  end  all  the  houses  except  40  had  been  inspected. 

Steady  progress  continued  in  the  other  Improvement  Areas  and  348  houses  have 
now  been  brought  up  to  a modern  standard  since  the  scheme  was  started  in  1965. 

The  following  tables  show  the  position  at  31st  December  1968,  with  the  figures 
for  the  end  of  1967  in  brackets.

77%  of  the  houses  inspected  are  now  modernised. 
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As  the  percentage  of  improved  houses  increases,  those  owners  and  tenants  who 
have  chosen,  so  far,  not  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  improve  their  standards 
of  living,  become  more  conscious  that  they  are  in  the  minority  and  it  is  no  surprise  to 
find  each  year  that  some  who  showed  no  interest  when  first  interviewed  are  now  applying 
for  improvement  grants. 

The  progress  is  perhaps  most  dramatically  shown  in  the  number  of  people  attending 
the  public  slipper  baths,  which  in  1968  dropped  to  12,125  from  13,022  in  1967  and 
14,983  in  1966. 

The  town  of  Kettering  is  becoming  known  throughout  the  country  for  the  progress 
made  with  improvement  areas  and  following  a broadcast  on  the  subject,  when  I was 
interviewed  on  the  B.B.C.  in  March,  numerous  enquiries  were  received  from  Officials  of 
other  Local  Authorities,  several  of  whom  visited  Kettering  to  be  shown  the  way  this 
work  was  organised. 

It  was  a surprise  to  learn  from  the  Government  White  Paper  entitled  “Old  Houses 
into  New  Homes”  that  it  was  intended  to  revoke  the  legislation  regarding  improvement 
areas,  and  replace  it  with  powers  to  purchase  unimproved  properties  and  then  modernise 
them.  In  Kettering  it  is  hoped  that  most  of  the  town  will  have  been  included  in  improve- 
ment areas  before  the  new  Act  is  passed,  as  the  proposed  procedure  will  undoubtedly 
prove  unattractive  to  most  Local  Authorities. 

(iii)  Improvement  Grants 

The  supervision  for  a period  of  three  years  of  all  properties  which  have  been 
modernised  with  the  aid  of  a grant  continued.  One  hundred  and  forty  forms  were  sent  to 
owners  for  them  to  sign  a declaration  that  conditions  were  being  complied  with  and  1 20 
of  these  were  returned.  Public  Health  Inspectors  visited  145  premises  during  the  year. 

(c)  AIR  POLLUTION 

Table  25  on  page  65  is  very  interesting  showing  as  it  does  the  substantial  reduction 
in  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  which  has  occurred  since  1963.  The  year  1968  brought  a 
levelhng  off  in  this  improvement  and  it  is  unlikely  that  there  will  be  any  further  decrease 
until  smoke  control  areas  are  in  operation.  Such  work  has  correctly  been  given  second 
place  to  improvement  areas,  but  the  time  may  be  approaching  when  smoke  control  areas 
should  be  introduced.  The  main  source  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  Kettering  being  the 
domestic  coal  fire. 

The  occasional  dark  emissions  from  industrial  chimneys  have  received  prompt 
attention,  and  it  is  hoped  that  a feeling  of  wrongdoing  is  experienced  by  every  stoker 
who  allows  his  chimney  to  emit  smoke. 
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(d)  MEAT  INSPECTION 

All  18,235  animals  slaughtered  at  the  PubUc  Abattoir  were  inspected  and  over 
twelve  tons  of  meat  and  offal  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.  (See  table 
21,  page  61 ). 

Kettering  Abattoir  Limited,  the  Company  leasing  the  Abattoir  from  the  Local 
Authority  continued  to  maintain  a very  good  standard  of  hygiene.  Several  of  their 
schemes  to  promote  increased  throughput  failed  at  a late  stage. 

It  was  prudent  that  in  arranging  for  the  rent  to  be  paid  on  a sliding  scale  with 
throughput,  a stipulation  was  made  that  no  reduction  should  apply  to  a throughput  of 
less  than  1 50  cattle  units  per  week. 

One  unusual  request  which  it  was  possible  to  satisfy  during  the  year  was  to  supply 
the  local  Grammar  School  with  specimens  of  leg  bones  of  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs,  so  that 
if  bones  were  unearthed  durirfg  archaeological  diggings  they  could  be  compared  and 
identified. 

(e)  FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  task  of  continually  urging  traders  to  maintain  a good  standard  of  hygiene  is 
never  ending.  Most  traders  have  now  learned,  if  they  did  not  already  know,  that  spotless 
premises  and  clean  food  are  excellent  advertisements,  and  examples  of  the  considerable 
success  which  can  go  with  these  principles  are  evident  in  the  town.  The  law  however, 
allows  anyone  to  open  up  a food  business  without  any  knowledge  of  the  trade  whatso- 
ever, and  it  is  with  such  small  businesses  that  much  time  has  to  be  spent  explaining  the 
standards  which  are  required  for  food  premises  and  practices. 

One  thousand  two  hundred  and  seventy-eight  visits  were  made  to  the  349  food 
premises. 

Samples  of  food  for  routine  bacteriological  examination  were  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Northampton  as  follows  :-

All  were  reported  as  being  satisfactory  with  the  exception  of  ten  samples  of  ice- 
cream and  one  of  cooked  meat.  All  these  samples  were  carefully  investigated  and  further 
samples  taken.  Most  of  the  unsatisfactory  ice-cream  samples  were  from  two  restaurants 
where  knowledge  of  food  hygiene  was  limited 


Six  samples  of  prawns  were  reported  to  contain  growths  of  staphylococcus  albus 
and/or  staphylococcus  aureus  organisms  which  are  capable  of  causing  food  poisoning. 
Further  investigations  indicated  that  only  one  of  these  samples,  which  contained  a heavy 
growth  of  staphylococcus  albus  should  be  regarded  as  unsatisfactory,  the  standards  on 
which  to  judge  this  being  unofficial. 

One  hundred  and  three  samples  of  milk,  26  washed  milk  bottles  and  8 churn  rinses 
were  also  sent  for  bacteriological  examination  with  results  as  summarised  in  Part  ^ 
page  , 

That  16  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  should  fail  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  is 
disgraceful,  some  of  these  samples  were  from  milk  vending  machines  where  stale  milk 
was  allowed  to  remain  on  sale  and  a prosecution  was  taken  successfully  regarding  them, 
others  were  taken  during  warm  weather  and  could  have  been  brought  about  by  unsatis- 
factory storage  conditions.  The  new  UHT  (ultra  heat  treated)  milk  was  sold  in  Kettering 
for  the  first  time  during  the  year.  Its  bacteriological  standard  was  satisfactory. 


Members  of  the  pubUc  brought  several  items  of  unsound  food  to  the  Department. 
All  were  investigated  and  the  following  13  reported  to  the  Public  Health  Committee  with

The  normal  reaction  of  a food  manufacturer  or  retailer  who  is  notified  of  a com- 
plaint by  the  Public  Health  Department  is  to  send  a representative  with  all  speed  to 
examine  the  offending  object,  and  explain  in  detail  the  precautions  taken  to  ensure  that 
the  food  is  sold  in  perfect  condition.  The  one  occasion  when  this  did  not  apply  was  when 
some  National  Dried  Milk  containing  a bristle  was  sold  at  a local  Welfare  Clinic  and  the 
matter  raised  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Social  Security.  The  impression  was  gained 
that  it  was  more  important  to  obstruct  any  investigation  by  the  Local  Authority  and 
circumvent  the  possibility  of  legal  proceedings  than  to  ensure  that  a similar  accident  was 
prevented. 


WATER  SUPPLIES 


Thirteen  samples  were  taken  from  the  town’s  mains,  twelve  being  “very  satisfact- 
ory”. The  unsatisfactory  sample  remains  a mystery,  contamination  of  the  open  tank  in 
the  roof  by  birds  or  mice  seemed  to  be  the  only  possibility,  but  no  signs  of  either  could 
be  found. 


SWIMMING  BATHS 

Twenty-eight  samples  were  taken  from  the  six  swimming  and  paddling  pools. 
Twenty-five  were  reported  as  being  “very  satisfactory”  and  three  as  “unsatisfactory”. 
The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  from  private  pools  and  advice  was  given  to  the  owners. 

PEST  CONTROL 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-four  complaints  were  received  and  investigated  regarding 
rats  and  mice.  The  sewerage  system  remained  clear  of  rats  and  only  very  small  infest- 
ations of  this  pest  occurred.  A persistent  mouse  infestation  over  several  months  in  a 
block  of  old  shops  proved  very  difficult  to  eliminate  despite  the  use  of  a selection 
of  modern  poisons.  The  trend  appears  to  be  for  trouble  to  be  experienced  with  mice 
rather  than  rats,  and  there  may  be  some  truth  in  the  old  saying  that  the  two  never  inhabit 
the  same  premises. 
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Contracts  to  a total  of  £185-Os-Od.  were  entered  into  with  local  firms  to  keep  their 
premises  free  from  rats,  mice  and  insects.  For  an  annual  fee  of  about  £8-0s-0d.  it  is 
possible  to  offer  a monthly  inspection  and  any  treatment  necessary.  Few  of  the  firms 
who  have  had  contracts  fail  to  renew  them. 

Action  against  pigeons  in  the  town  centre  continued  discreetly  and  during  the  year 
77  were  eliminated, 

(i)  DRAINS  AND  SEWERS 

Three  hundred  and  eighty-seven  drains  were  cleared  by  the  Department  during 
1968,  no  charge  being  made  for  this  service. 

Whilst  there  is  no  legal  obligation  for  a Local  Authority  to  provide  such  a service, 
it  is  to  the  benefit  of  all  that  stopped  drains  should  be  cleared  as  quickly  as  possible.  The 
majority  of  people  concerned  were  very  appreciative  but  there  were  a few  who  became 
critical  when  a weekend  service  was  not  available  except  in  real  emergency. 

(j)  NOISE  ABATEMENT 

Four  complaints  of  noise  from  industrial  premises  were  received.  None  was  con- 
sidered to  be  sufficiently  serious  to  warrant  formal  action  but  all  were  alleviated  after 
amicable  discussions  with  the  firms  concerned. 

(k)  HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Talks  were  given  to  a number  of  organisations  on  the  work  done  in  the  Public 
Health  Department.  Surprise  was  expressed  on  every  occasion  at  the  variety  of  subjects 
covered. 

(l)  PROSECUTION 

The  following  case  was  taken  with  the  result  shown  :- 

Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1963 

Failure  of  Methylene  Blue  Test  for  Pasteurised  Milk

The  small  number  of  houses  affected  were  reduced  by  the  deaths  of  two  elderly 
residents.  It  does  not  seem  possible  to  find  a way  of  reforming  those  elderly  people 
living  alone  who  have  ceased  to  care  about  the  cleanUness  of  their  homes. 
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(n)  CONCLUSION 


The  routine  work  of  the  Department  proceeded  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Once 
again  the  emphasis  was  on  the  Improvement  Areas  where  good  progress  was  made. 

I again  wish  to  express  appreciation  of  the  interest  and  support  given  by  the  Chair- 
man and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  of  the  co-operation  of 
Dr.  Farquhar  and  the  other  Chief  Officers.  All  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  worked  well 
and  maintained  the  good  relations  of  the  Department  with  the  general  public  and  other 
Departments  and  Organisations  in  the  town.
